News from Beachcomberland 


Alaqua Rescues Great Pyrenees from 
Heartbreaking Hoarding Conditions 


Alaqua Animal Refuge, the no-kill 
animal shelter located in Freeport, is 
in the midst of a massive rescue effort 
to save and provide aid to many Great 
Pyrenees dogs that have been living in 
squalor in a nearby county. 


Alaqua was originally contacted nine 
months ago by Lucky Puppy Rescue in 
Bonifay, indicating a situation where 
an elderly woman was living in a house 
with an enormous amount of Great 
Pyrenees dogs in Washington County. 
Alaqua contacted local law enforcement 
authorities and then accompanied them 
to the scene where over 70 adult dogs 
were found on the 35-acre property, 
including inside the woman’s house. 


The owner of the dogs was confined to 
a wheelchair with medical issues and 
could not move about within the house 
to properly care for them. The dogs 
were allowed to come in and out of the 
house through window openings that 
had large rubber mats affixed to them, 
serving as giant doggy doors. 


The entire property, including the 
house, was covered in urine, feces and 
hair, and was extremely unsanitary for 
the owner and the dogs. During Alaqua’s 
initial assessment, it was determined 
that none of the dogs had been spayed 
or neutered. They also had multiple 
injuries from fighting—mostly from 
males fighting over females in heat. The 
dogs’ hair was dirty and matted, and 
fleas were infested everywhere. 


Laurie Hood, founder of Alaqua Animal 
Refuge, described the scene inside the 
home as “truly sad and deplorable” for 
the woman and the dogs. “There was 
a central room with dog food, and the 
owner would sit in her chair and dump 
food on the floor for them. There were 
bits of food scattered everywhere. It’s 
hard to believe than anyone or any 
animal could live in these conditions.” 


Unfortunately, at that time it was 
determined by officials that the dogs 
and the woman would be allowed to 
remain on the property and live in the 
house. Alaqua, however, kept in touch 
with the woman and offered to assist 
her with the dogs’ care, including food 
or whatever was necessary. 


In recent weeks, Alaqua learned that 
the woman had passed away, and that 
it was in her final wishes that Alaqua 
take ownership of all of the dogs living 
with her. On the Sunday following the 
woman’s death, representatives were 


granted access onto the property to 
evaluate the situation. 


Again, many dogs were found living 
amid horrible and miserable conditions. 
A neighbor had also indicated that that 
there were deceased puppies lying on 
the ground and in the house. Through 
a sheer miracle, the puppies found were 
not deceased, but were so weak and 
lethargic they could barely move. 


A total of 10 puppies, ranging from two 
to four weeks old, and one kitten were 
brought to Alaqua late that Sunday 
night. The animals were each evaluated 
by Alaqua’s medical team, and the staff 
worked well after midnight caring for 
and stabilizing them. 


Each animal was given a thorough bath, 
fluids for dehydration, dewormer and 
flea medication, feeding by syringe and 
the appropriate vaccinations. They are 
all in foster care now where they are 
safe, and can be given individual care 
during this critical time in their lives. 


Alaqua is currently working with 
rescues such as the Lucky Puppy 
Rescue, which has been caring for the 
dogs’ essential needs by giving them 
food and water. The organization has 
been an integral part of this massive 
rescue effort. The remaining adult dogs 
on the property are also being evaluated 
by Alaqua’s staff of veterinarians and 
animal technicians. After each animal 
is evaluated, they will be dewormed, 
vaccinated and provided medical 
treatment as necessary. 


‘It is a daunting task,” Hood said. “The 
majority of the dogs have never been 
handled or socialized, much less had 
any outside human contact. We are 
taking our time to gain the trust of the 
dogs, so the process is a lengthy one. 
I’m grateful for so many national groups 
stepping forward to help us rescue 
these majestic animals, so we can get 
them the care they deserve and into 
loving homes quickly.” 


A rescue of this magnitude takes an 
incredible amount of resources, as one 
might imagine. Large rescue efforts 
such as this one require additional 
resources, time and money, in addition 
to meeting daily essential needs of more 
than 250 animals that are continually 
in Alaqua’s care at any given time.

Shootouts Where Good Guys Win 
Only Happen in the Movies

If you think the terrible sniper attack on 
the Republicans’ baseball practice near 
Washington was just another instance 
of an angry nut having easy access to 
guns, you haven’t been listening to Rep. 
Tom Garrett of Virginia. 


He and some other GOP colleagues 
say last week’s shooting illustrates the 
need for more lenient firearms laws, not 
stricter ones. 


If it weren’t for the District of Columbia’s 
tough firearms regulations, they say, 
Rep. Steve Scalise and the other civilian 
victims would have been able to bring 
guns to the Alexandria, Virginia, ball 
field and defend themselves. 


Before dismissing Garrett’s alternative 
scenario as a wild NRA fantasy, let’s play 
out the possibilities. 


Scalise was shot in the hip and seriously 
injured while fielding grounders at 
second base. Anyone who follows the 
sport knows that position requires 
speed, agility and a wide range of motion. 


It would be almost impossible to turn 
a double-play while carrying an AR-15, 
so let’s assume that in Garrett’s fertile 
imagination Scalise would have chosen 
a handgun. 


Next question: Do you wear it in an 
ankle holster, shoulder holster or hip 
holster? 


Because infielders often must move 
laterally and make quick stops, a 
Glock flopping on one’s hip would be 
cumbersome and possibly dangerous. 
Similarly, any pistol strapped to the 
ankle would be vulnerable to a sliding 
base runner, or the odd bounce of a 
ground ball. 


For most ballplayers, the snug fit of a 
shoulder holster would probably work 
best, though it might feel restrictive 
when making a throw to the plate. 
Batting could also be problematic, as it’s 
difficult to hit a fastball without taking 
a full, unimpeded swing. 


Laying down a bunt, however, would be 
relatively easy while wearing a shoulder 
holster. 


So let’s say, under the Tom Garrett 
scenario, that all the players are now 
armed (perhaps the catcher can conceal 
a small .25-caliber in his cup). Practice 
begins. The pitchers are warming up. 
The outfielders are shagging fly balls. 
The infielders are scooping grounders. 


And suddenly a deranged sniper shows 
up. Last week it happened to be James 
T. Hodgkinson, a seething 66-year- 


old Bernie Sanders supporter from 
downstate Illinois. Police say he carried 
a semi-automatic rifle and a handgun, 
and started shooting through a chain- 
link fence. 


Three people, including Scalise, were 
wounded in the initial burst of rifle 
fire. Others on the field dropped to the 
ground or ran for cover, hiding until 
police shot the gunman. 


But following Garrett’s imaginary script, 
it would be the congressional ballplayers 
themselves whipping out their weapons, 
felling the shooter and quickly ending 
the attack. It’s a scene so farfetched that 
it belongs in a Hollywood action movie. 


Real-life gunfights don’t unfold that 
way. They are scary, chaotic and sloppy. 
Bullets, even those fired by trained law 
enforcement officers, fly all over the 
place. 


Sen. Rand Paul of Kentucky, who 
was there when Hodgkinson started 
shooting, said, “You had no way to 
defend yourself.” Another congressman 
on the diamond noted: “All we had were 
baseball bats.” 


Well, yes, that’s because it was baseball 
practice. Apparently we’re supposed to 
believe that they would, as a matter of 
habit, bring firearms to the park at 7 


a.m. on a Wednesday, if it weren’t for 
those unfair concealed-carry laws. 


Garrett and other NRA cheerleaders 
claim events could have turned out 
differently if Scalise had taken a gun 
with him. How would that have changed 
anything? The man was running around 
with a fielder’s mitt on one hand, and 
throwing baseballs with the other. 


He was the target of a blind ambush, and 
it wouldn’t have mattered if he’d been 
standing on second base with a rocket 
launcher. He still would have been shot. 


Let’s say Garrett didn’t really mean 
to suggest that Scalise and the other 
victims would carry their guns while 
practicing. Let’s say he meant they 
would keep their weapons close by—say, 
packed inside their sports bags in the 
dugout. 


Once the sniper began shooting—we’re 
asked to imagine—at least one of the 
frightened players would have dashed 
through the fusillade to the dugout, 
snatched the handgun from his bag and 
fired across the ballfield, killing the bad 
guy holding the high-powered rifle. 


And that unlikely hero would be who? 
Congressman Jason Bourne? 


Dream on. 


Turns Out, the Joke Was on Kathy Griffin

What can happen to a comedy writer 
on a really slow day: 


“Hey, here’s a kooky concept,” Kathy 
Griffin apparently mused. “Why don’t I 
pose for a picture while holding a fake 
severed head of President Trump? Then 
I'll post it on social media!” 


Everyone knows how that worked out. 


After an instant backlash, Griffin 
apologized, admitting the stunt was 
“stupid.” She lost several stand-up gigs, 
and CNN fired her from her co-hosting 
role with Anderson Cooper on the 
annual New Year’s Eve broadcast. 


She also held a strange press conference 
that veered from remorse to a rant 
against the Trumps for trying to 
sabotage her career, a feat she single- 


handedly achieved with no assistance 
from the First Family. 


“lm not afraid of Donald Trump...I’ve 
dealt with older white guys trying to 
keep me down my whole life, my whole 
career,” Griffin fumed. “He picked 
the wrong redhead...This wouldn’t be 
happening to a guy. This is a woman 
thing.” 


So wait...Chris Rock could wave a 
fake bloody Trump head on stage and 
nobody would get upset? Seriously? 


Griffin’s attorney, Lisa Bloom, added 
this: “Itis Trump who should apologize... 
for being the most woman-hating and 
tyrannical president in history.” 


Very helpful, Lisa. You should open 
your own PR agency. 


Meanwhile other veteran comedians 
such as Jerry Seinfeld and Ricky Gervais 


have spoken out in Griffin’s defense, 
dismissing the faux decapitation photo 
as a really bad joke for which she 
should be forgiven. 


Technically, though, it wasn’t just a bad 
joke, because even bad jokes are devised 
with a hope of making somebody laugh. 
As arule of comedy, public beheadings 
and political assassinations are two 
subjects that seldom crack up an 
audience, especially when combined 
in the same gag. 


Whether it’s a cartoon, column or TV 
sketch, sharp political humor always 
pisses off somebody, but it’s typically 
delivered with a premise—and a point 
to be made. 


Displaying the fake head of a sitting 
president like a trophy bass doesn’t 
even qualify as a failed attempt at wit. 
It isn’t cutting-edge art. It isn’t pushing 
any envelope. 
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It’s just an ugly, unsophisticated 
political statement. Barack Obama 
was the target of similarly morbid 
messaging, though it was usually 
posted by anonymous degenerates, 
not celebrities (unless you count Ted 
Nugent). 


Even people who can’t stand Trump 
were repulsed by the Griffin photo. 
You know who else probably didn’t 
find it so hilarious? The family of 
Daniel Pearl, the Wall Street Journal 
reporter who was beheaded on video 
by al-Qaida in 2002. Or the families 
of James Foley and Steven Sotloff, two 
other journalists decapitated in front of 
cameras by the Islamic State in 2014. 


Or the family of British aid worker 
David Haines, who was kidnapped in 
Syria and beheaded for another Islamic 
State video. Or the loved ones of any

Reason Incites Religious Insecurity 
in Northwest Florida

Religiously charged residents of 
Pensacola fantasize about persecution 
as enduring atheists and humanists 
continue to identify and address 
unconstitutional practices and 
traditions upheld by local government. 


This past Monday, Judge Roger 
Vinson, with the District Court for 
the Northern District of Florida, ruled 
against a 34-foot, 70-year-old cross 
that stands in the middle of a public 
park in Pensacola. The cross, a glaring 
violation of the First Amendment’s 
Establishment Clause, was ruled 
unconstitutional and ordered to 
be removed within thirty days. 
The plaintiff, American Humanist 
Association (AHA), sued the city for $1. 


Church leaders and parishioners, and 
many members of their congregations, 
are really upset about not being able 
to impose a religious monument of 
their own preference on everyone else 


on city property. Pensacola’s mayor, 
Ashton Hayward, spent $80,000 in 
city funds defending the cross that 
was ruled unconstitutional by a 
Christian judge. 


A post on Facebook by a man named 
Lou Cobb, whose profile says he’s 
retired from the Santa Rosa County 
Sheriff's Office, went viral Wednesday. 
The post was about the AHA attorney, 
Monica Miller, and had a screenshot 
of her with her contact information on 
the AHA website. It reads, “Here is the 
idiot attorney that fought for removal 
of cross in Pensacola. Let’s make her 
famous and run her out of town!” 


The post was shared by over 10,000 
people, and countless comments 
demonstrate how quickly some 
Christians are willing to be downright 
vile to another human being when they 
are unable to get what they want. 


The whole ordeal began in 2015 when 
David Suhor, Pensacola resident and

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co-founder of the Satanic Temple: 
West Florida Chapter (TSTWF), made 
multiple attempts to speak with 
Brian Cooper, Director for Parks and 
Recreations of Pensacola, about the 
cross in Bayview Park. 


Cooper declined to meet with Suhor 
after repeated requests to discuss the 
issue privately—an effort by Suhor to 
avoid a public uproar or a legal battle. 
Suhor’s emails and correspondence 
with the city—along with a timeline 
of events and documents leading up 
to the involvement of Freedom from 
Religion Foundation (FFRF), AHA, and 
then the lawsuit—are all archived and 
can be read on his blog. 


In July of last year, Suhor delivered 
the opening invocation for a city 
council meeting in Pensacola. Dressed 
in a black robe and hood, he waited for 
three minutes as a crowd of protesters 
and local parishioners feverishly 
chanted the Lord’s Prayer and shouted 
sentiments of outrage with lifted 
hands. Authorities escorted many of 
the protesters out of the chamber, 
but several stayed and continued 
to disrupt the invocation. Suhor 
performed a resounding a capella—a 
lyrical plea for compassion, rationality 
and skepticism—to the visible dismay 
of almost every person at the meeting. 


TSTWF doesn’t truly worship or 
pay homage to the biblical devil. 
They don’t believe in any of it. As a 
community of free thinking activists, 
they demonstrate the darker side

of what freedom to exercise one’s 
religion means when state or city 
municipalities provide a platform to 
practice it. 


Brian Spencer, president of the 
city council, has since changed 
the invocation policy to allow only 
individual council members or their 
chosen representatives to deliver 
the opening invocation for council 
meetings. 


The inability to accept that a religious 
belief will be removed from a public 
pedestal it once was placed and 
protected upon reveals a profound 
insecurity in one’s own faith. The 
only thing that would outrage these 
religious fanatics more would be a 
monumental symbol of some other 
deity. 


Because many believers associate 
success, popularity and power with 
truth, ifthey’re professing it, they need 
their faith to dominate. Anything less 
is a threat to their whole worldview 
and to the very real benefits derived 
out of favoritism for the club they’re 
in. It’s like their faith is smaller than 
a mustard seed. 


Jesus said, “The meek shall inherit the 
earth.” The United States Constitution 
reads, “Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of 
religion.” It seems the ones who have 
trouble interpreting their own book 
suffer equal difficulty with the First 
Amendment. 
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Notes from the Apocalypse

My grandparents were born around 
the turn of the last century. In 1900, 
there were no automobiles, airplanes, 
highways, strip centers, parking lots, 
malls, office buildings, condominiums 
or stadiums. There wasn’t much 
demand for petroleum products. 


Think about what the state of Florida 
would have looked like from an aerial 
photograph (if they existed) in 1900. 
Think about what Florida looks like 
today. Think about what the United 
States looks like today. Think about 
what earth looks like. 


I’m not a scientist, although I did take 
biology in the 10th grade. However, 
knowing that causes have effects, it 
seems likely to me that the changes 
that have occurred on this earth in 
the past 100 years or so have had an 
effect on our climate. 


In my adult life—and I matured a 
little late—the following companies 
have been founded: Microsoft, Google, 
Facebook, Apple, Netflix and DIRECTV. 
These companies have changed our 
world. They have employed millions 
of people and have created many 
more millions of jobs through their 
supporting companies. 


The computer I’m typing this on, the 
Microsoft Word app I’m using, the 
Wi-Fi that will send it to Beachcomber, 
and the information I get from Google— 
none of this existed 30 years ago. 


Scientists and engineers of varying 
disciplines created all of these things. 
I don’t know how any of it works. But 
I’m glad that smart people figured it 
out. That is why when it comes to 
climate change, I’m going to have to 
side with the 97 percent of scientists 
who think humans have affected our 
climate. 


Scientists as a group may be one of 
most apolitical classes of people in this 
country. Iappreciate them making the 
iPhone that I use, and when it comes 
to an assessment of climate change I’m 
going to accept their findings. 


We live in a state that is particularly 
susceptible to climate change, 
specifically regarding rising sea levels. 
We also live in a state led by a governor 
who forbid state employees to use 
the terms “climate change,” “global 
warming” and “sustainability.” 


Not talking about these issues is not 
an intelligent option. 


Florida is in a unique geographical 
situation, particularly when it comes 
to rising waters. Our state sits atop 
a karst system of underground 
limestone caves with rivers and 
springs running the length of our 
peninsula. We have the Atlantic 
Ocean on one coast and the Gulf of 
Mexico on the other. We have rain 
falling from the sky. Water surrounds 
us from four sides. The polar ice caps 
are melting. Greenland and Iceland 
and Alaska are shrinking. 


Every month in Miami, on a full moon, 
spring tides (high tides are higher and 
low tides are lower) bring flooding 
across the area. With no weather 
events—i.e., rains, storms, etc.—entire 
neighborhoods in south Florida are 
impassible because of standing water. 


Recently, a wealthy, typically sensible 
farmer from Iowa was looking at 
property with a realtor. Standing on 
wet, mushy land just west of Miami 
the farmer said, “I’ve bought property 
all my life. 've bought it by the foot 
and I’ve bought it by the acre. But I'll 
be damned if I’m going to buy it by 
the gallon.” 


Climate change shouldn’t be a political 
issue. It doesn’t impact Democrats 
differently than it affects Republicans. 
The changes that will come can have 
incredibly positive results for people 
of all political inclinations. 


Chattanooga, once the “dirtiest city” 
in the U.S., doesn’t sport the paper, 
pulp and steel mills that once lined 
the Tennessee River. Thanks to Bob 
Corker, an innovative mayor (and 
now senator), Chattanooga became 
a regional hub for tech businesses 
that rely on its incredibly high-speed 
Internet system. It’s natural beauty 
and proximity to outdoor activities 
has resulted in its being declared the 
“Number One City in America” twice in 
the last decade by Outside magazine. 


Birmingham, known for 100 years for 
its steel mills (and the resulting soot 
and smoke) just made Outside’s “Best 
25 Cities to Live In” for the first time. 
The UAB Medical Center has been a 
catalyst for thousands of high paying 
jobs and medical related industries. 


Cleveland, once known for the Cuyahoga 
River catching on fire in 1969, is a 
bustling city--rapidly becoming a hub 
for innovation in the Midwest. 


Whatever you think about Los Angeles, 
you don’t think about smog anymore. 
Restrictions on automobile emissions 


have succeeded in clearing the air 
in the most auto-centric city in our 
country. California is now producing 
so much solar energy that they have 
to offload power to neighboring states. 


The transitions these cities made 
didn’t happen overnight. They didn’t 
necessarily happen because people 
wanted change. They happened out of 
necessity. Old industries disappeared 
and smart people figured out new 
ones to take their place. 


If for some reason you think that 
scientists are wrong or have a hidden 
agenda or are politically driven, then 
we'll just have to disagree. But even 
so, if you had to bet, your money 
should be with them. 


Florida Is Sinking 


The steps that need to be taken 
to combat climate change—even if 
climate change is a “hoax”—involve 
imminently reasonable projects. 
Planting trees (for many reasons), 
encouraging pedestrian and bicycle 
friendly towns, cleaning up our 
waterways, demanding sensible 
development, managing coastal 
erosion, embracing the move to 
sustainable energy, pushing for 
responsible agriculture...all of this 
will create jobs and make for a better 
environment. 


You might not think that the sky 
is falling, but you don’t have to be 
a scientist to know that Florida is 
sinking. You can figure that out with 
a tape measure.

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David Goldflies Keeps on Rockin’ Southern Style

How does a boy who played violin 
in Ohio become the bass player for 
the band that helped define southern 
rock? If you’re David Goldflies, it’s a 
mixture of talent and being in right 
place. 


Goldflies' grandfather went by the 
stage name Gene Gold and was the 
music director for a Chicago theater. 
Gold was also the young Goldflies’ first 
violin teacher. At 14, Goldflies had been 
playing the violin for 10 years but had 
lost the heart for it after his grandfather 
passed. “I was getting pretty good 
and then he died,” he says. “And then 
nobody from my point of view, as a 
seven-or-eight-year-old child, was able 
to teach me. I didn’t want to hear it. 


“At 14, I figured it out and said, ‘Dad, 
I really want to play guitar.” Goldflies’ 
father, however, suggested his son take 
up the bass instead. Soon, Goldflies 
was playing in his father’s band and 
starting his own garage bands. All 
before he entered high school. 


At a gig for a band called Sagebrush, 
Goldflies met Bill Bartlett and got a 
taste of the music career that awaited 
him. “Bill had a falling out with his bass 
player, and I joined Starstruck,” says 
Goldflies. “We recorded ‘Black Betty,’ 
and it became a hit. It was the first time 
I’d played with a band that did any sort 
of recording.” 


But that band dissolved, leaving the 
young Goldflies “out of work, at my 
mom and dad’s house at, like, 19 years 
old. It was like, ‘This sucks.’ I had been 
having fun in this rock band, and now 
nothing. No money, no girlfriend. It 
was terrible.” 


Soon, Goldflies joined a Cincinnati 
cover band and got word that 
Dickey Betts was looking for a bass 
player. Only Goldflies didn’t know Betts 
was a founding member of the Allman 
Brothers Band—he only had fleeting 
knowledge of Betts due to a mentor 
who would often play Allmans songs. 


“IT went to a motel room, and there 
was Dickey,” says Goldflies. “I played 
a little, and he said, ‘Let’s go.” But 
Goldflies didn’t feel right leaving his 
bandmates without a bass player on 
short notice, so the pair arranged 
to meet up a couple days and a few 
hundred miles later. 


“I played with Dickey Betts and Great 
Southern for about a year and a half,” 
says Goldflies. “Then the Allman Brothers 
reformed and I tried out for the bass 
part. I knew Dickey and I knew how 
Dickey directed on stage, and I think that 
gave me an edge. I knew how he did it. The 
other bass players (who tried out) didn’t 
know his cues. I think it really made a 
difference, that’s just my opinion.” 


And that’s how Goldflies became the 
bass player for none other than the 
Allman Brothers Band in 1978. 


“It was kind of wild,” Goldflies says of 
touring with the Allmans. “And then it 
became a Hunter S, Thompson novel. 
It was a pretty wild lifestyle, which I’m 
very happy I survived. I learned a lot 
of music, too.” 


In 2012, the Allman Brothers Band 
received a Grammy Lifetime Achievement 
Award. Recently, that Grammy made it’s 
way to Goldflies. 


“Oteil Burbridge, the last bass player 
for the Allman Brothers, contacted 


me and said, ‘Hey man I have this 
Grammy, a Lifetime Achievement 
Award. I got to thinking about this, 
and I’m standing on the shoulders of 
the people that came before me. I didn’t 
do this for a lifetime, and Id really like 
to share this with the other living bass 
player and the estates of the deceased 
bass players.’ 


“And that’s just a very generous and 
thoughtful thing. I’ve come to know 
Oteil more through this interaction 
with this Grammy award, and he is 
really intelligent, sensitive...just a 
gentleman.” 


True to his word, Burbridge shipped the 
Grammy to Goldflies. “It’s a pretty neat

thing to be a part of,” says Goldflies. “I 
had a Grammy nomination, but to have 
an actual Grammy...” 


Goldflies recently shared an intimate 
look at the late Butch Trucks on his 
blog (www.goldfliesmusic.com) but 
was a bit more reserved in talking 
about the recent passing of Gregg 
Allman. “Gregg kind of lived on the 
other side of the stage and had what I 
called a ‘star orbit,” he says. “I had a 
great time, but Gregg was a star, the 
superstar. He was always friendly, and 
I was really lucky to work with what 
I’d call one of the best blues singers 
and the originators of the southern 
rock genre.” 


After his time in the Allman Brothers 
Band came to a close, Goldflies toured 
throughout the United States and 
found himself smitten with Panama 
City Beach in the ‘80s. In 1993, he 
officially moved to the beach, in part 
because of the attractiveness of regular 


gigs. 


He is currently a member of the 
Northwest Florida Symphony 
Orchestra, Panama City POPS and 
the Downbeat Jazz Orchestra. 


Additionally, he has formed a new 
band with a familiar surname. “Now 
I’m working with a guy named Gary 
Allman, and he definitely has that 
voice. We have a band called the 
Allman Goldflies Band.” Look for their 
upcoming release Second Chance, and 
catch the band in person at a venue 
near you.

Throughout the Emerald Coast, we 
have a plethora of bands and artists 
that have cemented themselves in 
our local music community and 
have been part of it for many years. 
We should be thankful for them, 
because they have paved the way 
and created a thriving environment 
for a relatively new band that’s been 
making a big splash recently—The 
Moon Lagoons. 


These young and talented musicians 
have been making the rounds at 
some of our best local music venues, 
bringing a sound that reflects our 
area well—a smooth and beachy vibe 
that is sure to entertain. As I walked 
into the recently re-opened Funky 
Blues Shack for one of their shows, I 
witnessed a live music painter named 
Beverly Kennedy working on some 
absolutely magnificent art, and I 
knew I was in for a treat. 


The Moon Lagoons lineup includes 
some of the best musicians on the 
Emerald Coast, including Buddy 
Brumit (formerly of Continuum) on 
vocals and acoustic guitar, Metz 
Barnes (also a member of Cadillac 
Willy and the 2017 Beachcomber 
Music Award winner for Best 
Keyboardist) on keys and vocals, 
Alston Weeks on drums and vocals, 
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Orilious Banks on guitar, and 
Michael Paoletti on bass guitar. 


Their sound is cemented in roots 
rock and soul music, but they aren’t 
afraid to turn the clock back and play 
some great classics from the Rolling 
Stones, the Temptations, CCR and 
Parliament. Alongside these classics, 
they bring up their own versions of 
more recent hits from artists such as 
MGMT and Empire of the Sun. 


This band also has achieved a great 
hallmark for their career, being part 
of 103.1 FM the Blaze’s Local Break. 
This included a radio broadcast debut 
of their new original song “Through 
To You,” and a live broadcast 
performance of a few of their songs. 


As I looked around and took in the 
eclectic atmosphere of the Funky Blues 
Shack, I realized the Moon Lagoons were 
in avery fitting environment. With their 
combined musical talents blending old 
and new, taking established songs and 
turning them into something all their 
own, we can see that these musicians 
are more than just a run-of-the-mill 
summertime cover band. They are 
something to look out for, and I’d be 
looking out for them sooner rather 
than later.

Preserving the History of the 
World’s Luckiest Fishing Village

There is a sign at the western end 
of Destin’s Marler Bridge that states, 
“Welcome to Destin—The World’s 
Luckiest Fishing Village.” Honoring and 
preserving the history of the “luckiest 
fishing village” is the mission of the 
Destin History & Fishing Museum. 
The museum, located at 108 Stahlman 
Avenue, is a tourist destination and key 
historical repository for the Destin area. 


The museum interprets the history 
and natural science of Destin from 
pre-history to the present day. The 
primary focus of the museum is on the 
early families that resided in the area 
prior to the construction of the Marler 
Bridge in 1936 and how they shaped 
the fishing and tourist industries of 
today’s Destin. 


The original Destin Fishing Museum, 
Inc. was established in 1985. It was 
located in the old Jitney Jungle grocery 
store building, the current location of 
the McGuire’s shopping complex. 


The museum operated there until 
1996, when the property was sold. 
In 2003, a group of local residents 
and community leaders formed an 
organization that was dedicated to 
preserving the history of the Destin 
area. Memberships were sold, and the 
group was incorporated. The Destin 
Fishing Museum Foundation, Inc. 
was born. 


In March of 2005, the City of Destin 
leased the original Destin Library 
building on Stahlman Avenue to the 
Destin History & Fishing Museum (the 
library got a brand new facility down 


the road). The city continues to support 
the museum with a yearly lease of $1. 


In 2015, the City of Destin moved the 
Old Post Office Museum building to 
the property site of the museum. The 
Primrose seine boat was also moved 
there. A seine boat employs a method 
of fishing using a fishing net that hangs 
vertically in the water with its bottom 
edge held down by weights. 


The legendary Primrose is said to have 
brought in more mullet than any other 
Destin seine boat. The boat was the 
dream of Captain John W. Melvin Sr. 
and was built by Captain John George 
Maltezo in 1925. It fished the Destin 
waters for 43 years. 


Two years ago, the city gave the 
museum a former Senior Center room 
on the property, and this renovated 
space became the Destin Rodeo Gallery 
which opened in October 2015. The 
gallery is an exhibit and audio-visual 
presentation hall for the Destin Fishing 
Rodeo and can seat up to 50 people. 
Visitors can learn all about Destin’s 
oldest fishing tournament here. 


The museum has over 5,500 square feet 
of exhibit space and over 75 mounts of 
locally caught fish. There are historic 
photos, artifacts, fishing equipment 
and documents of early Destin and 
the fishing industry. Visitors can learn 
the science of Destin’s geologically 
unique sand, as well as historical and 
genealogical data on the founding 
families of Destin. 


There are many ways to experience the 
museum—self-guided tours, staff-led 
tours, self-guided audio tours with MP3

players and headsets, or utilizing QR 
codes on smartphones. Student and 
group tours are also available, and the 
museum is handicapped accessible. 


Jean Melvin was the first director of 
the Destin History & Fishing Museum. 
Today, that position is filled by Kathy 
Marler Blue, who has been with the 
museum since June 2009. Blue was an 
elementary school teacher for 31 years 
before working here. “Everyone who 
comes through the door of the museum 
is a learner,” she says. “To ‘storytell’ the 
history of Destin is important.” 


Blue explains that the focus of the 
museum now is to modernize and

update the technology. “We are working 
on making more exhibits hands-on for 
children and accessible for everyone.” 
she says. Plans for this year include 
a commercial fishing exhibit, a digital 
artifact inventory system, an exhibit 
housing early church history and 
stained glass, and a Science of Fish 
hands-on exhibit for children.

Commercial real estate is a hot 
market in Destin. I’ve gotten a 
lot more inquiries this year from 
investors who are looking for 
income-producing real estate. 
Commercial real estate websites 
like LoopNet are driving investors, 
and they’re looking at our market 
with unprecedented interest. They 
lean toward commercial real estate 
spaces that are already leased and 
generate at least an eight percent 


capitalization rate. 


Currently, the Emerald Coast 
Multiple Listing Service (MLS) has 
58 commercial properties, ranging 
from a single office to connected 
retail spaces. Of those, twelve are 
already sold and closed or pending, 


for a total of $16.3 million. 


Right now, Old South Centre 
in Destin is a prime example of 
what investors are looking for in 
commercial real estate. Located 
right on Emerald Coast Parkway, 
it’s a five-acre property with six 
office buildings, three warehouses, 


and is 93 percent leased.

I’m encouraged by the state of 
commercial real estate. 


In the past 12 months, we’ve seen 
33 sold commercial properties and 
four pending sales, and 26 lease 
and two pending leases in the 
commercial sector. Our area’s year- 
round season makes the market 
very appealing to companies looking 
to take advantage of the high foot 
traffic. 


Doreen Baca with our “PURE” sales 
teams provided this Five Retail 
Trends of the Current Market 
list which could be important for 
you to understand when making 
commercial real estate decisions.

In fact, Old South Centre is already 
at an eight percent cap rate. The 
caliber of the tenants and customers 
Destin attracts is a prime motivation 
for investors to seek commercial real

Additionally, tracts of land are piquing 
investors’ interest. In fact, most of 
the high-end sales are tracts of land 
intended for future development of 
office buildings and retail space. 
These tracts range from a half-acre

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Bill McCowen in Korea, 1952... 


For nearly two decades, Lieutenant Colonel William 
“Bill” McCowen served his country as an Air Force 
Pilot, but he gave a lot more of his time than that. 


McCowen “officially” flew 697 U.S. Combat Missions, 
something that no one else has ever done. In 1952, 
he survived a catastrophic aircraft crash where, as a 
passenger, he was thrown through the forward nose 
window of a crash-landing B-29, and propelled 200 feet 
from where the crumpled fuselage ended its journey. 


In Vietnam, the daring pilot chose flying over his 
toenails, because the medicine to heal the fungus 
and save his nails would have grounded him from his 
mission responsibilities. 


Being on the ground in Italy during WWII and later 
facing the challenges of low-flying bombing missions 
in Korea, transporting troops and supplies in Vietnam 
and during the Cuban missile crisis, and being 
tasked with the possibility of delivering nuclear 
warheads directly to Moscow, only one thing could 
end McCowen’s Air Force career. 


“It was 1969,” recalls the now 91 years “young” 
McCowen, “and these three colonels from the

Pentagon came to Hurlburt to discuss a promotion 
of sorts. There was a violent uprising in South Africa, 
and they requested I lead a mission to squelch the 
rebellion. It would mean a promotion to full colonel 
and a position at the Pentagon after the mission.” 


After a short pause, “Well, when I discussed it with 
Beverly (his wife of 64 years), her answer was short 
and to the point. ‘Bill, you have survived three wars, 
that’s enough. You are not going anywhere!’ That’s 
when my civilian life started.” 


The country lost a war hero, but our community 
gained a hero neighbor. A member of the Niceville 
First United Methodist Church, McCowen led bible 
study at his home, volunteered with a local prison 
ministry, and mentored young, underprivileged urban 
children from New York in a program called Fresh 
Air Kids. And those are just a few examples of the 
things McCowen did in his daily strive to “just do the 
right thing.” 


He also fostered several successful businesses that 
brought jobs and homes to our community. As a 
realtor and homebuilder, he moved the first family 
into Bluewater Bay and built over 500 homes on

the Emerald Coast. McCowen also opened the first 
Oil and Lube east of the Mississippi River at Mary 
Esther Cut-Off, and still gives away oil changes to the 
Crispy Warriors and charitable groups in our area. 
He created an international electronics company and 
a manufacturing group that supplied Walmart and 
Disney with goods, and now he is part of a group 
working on an alternate energy source. 


These endeavors have brought hundreds of jobs 
to our area over the past five decades, along with 
international recognition for the Panhandle. 


“Dad is a wellspring of inspiration and encouragement,” 
says Clint McCowen, the youngest of Bill’s three sons. 
“And yet, when you speak of his accomplishments, 
he will almost always say, ‘Ah, I didn’t do anything 
special.” 


We and thousands of Beachcomber readers would 
disagree with you, Lt. Col. McCowen. You are a very 
special hero to our community and our country.

Dewey Destin’s 


Drive, Walk or Sail in for Great Seafood 


Visitors ask me about where to get 
fresh seafood, casual surroundings 
and a local feel. Plenty of restaurants 
around here have great fresh seafood, 
but finding a place with a genuinely 
casual, non-touristy atmosphere is 
another story. Plenty of restaurants 
attempt it, but it often comes across 
as gimmicky and contrived. There are 
exceptions. 


Dewey Destin Seafood bears 
a venerable local name, and the 
restaurant on Calhoun Avenue (there’s 
another one located on the harbor) is 
about as authentic as it gets. This is not 
staged—the restaurant is a one-story 
structure on the water, with dining 
inside at picnic tables and outside 
under umbrella-shaded tables on the 
docks. You can drive in, walk in off 
the street, or come ashore from your 
watercraft. We drove in, dining early 
on a recent weekend. We hoped to beat 
the rush. We did, barely. 


Inside, the restaurant is plainly 
furnished (but clean and well- 
maintained), with a sign pointing 
diners to the order counter. There are 
some framed photos and mementos on 
the walls. They have printed menus, 
but when the line is forming, it’s a 
good idea to read your choices off 
the blackboards hanging over the 
counter. Saves time. The menu offers 
appetizers, grilled or fried baskets, 
salads, steamer meals, sandwiches, 
kids meals, and a we-cook-your-catch 
option for successful fishermen ($10.95 


per guest, up to a pound of fish per 
person). 


The staff looked calm, organized and 
very experienced. Everyone had a task, 
orders were short and precise, and 
there were large trays of iced fish and 
shrimp glistening only a few feet away 
from us hungry customers. 


We’d left our tackle at home, so we 
ordered off the wall. We started off 
with an appetizer bowl of gumbo. My 
six-year-old daughter Grace (the Tiny 
Diner) ordered a kids meal of fried 
shrimp with fries and a hushpuppy. My 
wife ordered a basket of fried shrimp 
and I chose a basket of fried scallops, 
both with slaw, fries and pups. 


You place and pay for your order at the 
counter, and fill your own soft drinks 
from a fountain (they also have beer 
and wine). They gave us the gumbo, 
took our name and said the food would 
be out shortly. 


I was prepared to wait a bit. The line 
was growing, tables were filling, and we 
just snagged one near an open window, 
the better to catch a breeze, and for TD 
to stand on her seat and wave to the 
minnows in the shallows just below 
the window. 


The tables are set with a roll of paper 
towels, and squeeze bottles of ketchup 
and prepared cocktail sauce. I took this 
as a good sign that the kitchen had 
faith in its own seasoning. The bowl of 


gumbo was large enough to share, and 
was full of shrimp in a thick, tomatoey 
and pretty spicy stock, over steamed 
rice. I was taking frequent pulls at my 
soft drink by the time we finished. 


All three entrees were fresh out of the 
fryer. After waiting a few seconds, we 
began. Both my wife’s and TD’s shrimp 
were large, tail on, fried crisp but not 
buried in breading. My scallops (10 in all) 
were large, juicy and sweet as I like them. 
I sampled a shrimp—could have sampled 
more—and sneaked the crunchy tails 
off the ladies’ plates. Most people throw 
them away, but when they’re fried crisp 
in a light batter, they’re like shrimpy little 
potato chips. Don’t judge—you’d have 
been tempted too. 


Also worth a mention are the 
hushpuppies. Crisp fried, they were 
fluffy inside and seasoned with small 
slices of okra. Yeah. 


Other fish and seafood choices include 
yellow fin tuna, market fish, soft shell 
crab, oysters, crab cakes, crab legs, 
royal reds, stuffed shrimp, chicken and 
hamburgers. There’s also crab claws, 
crab dip, smoked tuna dip, and buffalo 
fried shrimp. 


Desserts include key lime pie, 
Butterfinger pie, and some specials. 
We passed this time. 


I went inside to refill my drink. Some 
staffers were giving driving directions 
to some out-of-town customers. That’s 
the way to get return business, I 
thought. 
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After we’d paid, TD had to travel onto 
the docks to check out the marine life 
and pet a diner’s dog. We were walking 
back toward the restaurant when I 
heard my name called. I turned to see 
some friends of mine heading toward 
the dock in a boat. They’d been out 
fishing. 


Life was good. Right down to the shrimp 
tails.

Striking Gold at Uncle Buck’s Bar

Mother Nature tried to interfere 
with our visit Uncle Buck’s in Destin 
Commons. Our original plan was to 
hit them up during a slow time in 
the afternoon when many would-be 
bowlers would be at the beach. Only it 
rained, big time. We arrived to find a 
packed house with the line to sign up 
for a lane stretching out the door. 


But we know a secret about Uncle 
Buck’s. Towards the rear of the house, 
in between the rows of alleys, there’s a 
good-sized freestanding bar. Even if it 
was so crowded it was standing room 
only, at least we could snag a drink 
instead of simply waiting in a long line. 
Lo and behold, after elbowing our way 
through the throng of waiting bowlers, 
we found the bar flanked with only a 
few patrons. Take that, Mother Nature. 
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Not only were there plenty of available 
seats, a friendly bartender informed 
us happy hour, which runs daily from 
3 to 5 p.m., was in full swing. Score! 
That meant margaritas were priced at 
a mere three bucks and a duo of wine 
by the glass, $5.95. Better yet, brews 
were $2.12 for a pint of draft domestic 
or $5.30 for a tall 23-ouncer. And 
we're not talking PBR, either. Bud, Bud 
Light, Mich Ultra and Miller Lite were 
all up for grabs at happy hour prices. 


But wait, there’s more. As in, there 
were way more brews to choose from 
at regular prices. Though they’ve 
discontinued their craft selections 
since the last time we were there, they 
now have an expanded bottle selection 
that currently includes Corona, Sam 
Adams, Shock Top, PBR, Coors, Mich, 
Miller, Bud, Busch and O’Douls. There 
was still more on tap, including Blue 
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Moon, Stella and Yuengling lager, an 
amber beer we’re fond of due to its 
depth of flavor. It’s a classic, sure, but 
offers way more balanced malty-hoppy 
goodness than a standard run-of-the- 
mill brand. 


As tempting as the happy hour priced 
brews were, we opted for a bottled Sam 
Adams Rebel IPA. We're not above a 
little craft snobbery from time to time, 
but we freely admit we like Sam Adams’ 
line. It’s IPAs we’re kind of picky about. 


But we struck gold with this one. Or 
coppery gold, which is the color it 
would have poured if we hadn’t opted 
to drink it straight from the well-chilled 
bottle. It tasted of hopped-up malt that 
was complemented with a subtle but 
super delish kind of spiciness as well 
as some fruitiness. It finished with a 
hit of bitters, the signature of most 
IPAs. Overall, we found the Rebel to 
be an exceptionally fresh tasting and 
well-balanced ale that went down easy 
and smooth. 


Besides a boatload of beer and libations, 
Uncle Buck’s offers a full food menu 


that’s surprisingly innovative. Oh 
sure, they have typical bowling fare 
like nachos, burgers and pizza, but 
there are plenty of innovative eats, 
too, including hand breaded alligator, 
smoked wahoo dip, alligator mac and 
cheese and Islamorada fish, complete 
with grilled shrimp lobster cream 
sauce. Most entrees and sandwich 
platters are priced in the low to mid 
teens, maxing out at 23 dollars for a 
ribeye steak. 


Lanes here can only be rented and 
cost just under 35 bucks an hour, not 
including shoe rental fees. Keep in 
mind, though, this isn’t your typical 
landlubbing bowling alley. The interior 
has been completely done up in a water 
theme that includes see-through lane 
floors offering a walking-on-water kind 
of optical illusion. Balls are returned 
via ceramic, oversized gators and 
dolphins, while scattered mermaid 
statuettes stand watch. 


No matter how you roll—at the lanes, 
in the waiting line, or spending a very 
happy hour at the bar (like us)—it’s a 
unique place that’s worth checking out.
